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Big boost for Social Security benefits as inflation rises

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mil- 
lions of retirees on Social 
Security will get a 5.9% 
boost in benefits for 2022. 
The biggest cost-of-living 
adjustment in 39 years fol- 
lows a burst in inflation as 
the economy struggles to 
shake off the drag of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 
The COLA, as it's common- 
ly called, amounts to $92 
a month for the average 
retired worker, accord- 
ing to estimates released 
Wednesday by the Social 
Security Administration. 
That marks an abrupt break 
from a long lull in inflation 
that saw cost-of-living ad- 
justments averaging — just 


1.65% a year over the past 
10 years. 

With the increase, the es- 
timated average Social 
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Security payment for a re- 
tired worker will be $1,657 
a month next year. A typi- 
cal couple's benefits would 
rise by $154 to $2,753 per 
month. 

But that's just to helo make 
Up for rising costs that re- 
cipients are already pay- 
ing for food, gasoline and 
other goods and services. 
“It goes pretty quickly,” reti- 
ree Cliff Rumsey said of the 
cost-of-living increases he's 
seen. After a career in sales 
for a leading steel manu- 
facturer, Rumsey lives near 
Hilton Head Island, South 
Carolina. 

He cares at home for his 
wife of nearly 60 years, 
Judy, who has advanced 
Alzheimer’s disease.

Since the coronavirus pan- 
demic, Rumsey said he has 
also noted price increases 
for wages paid to caregiv- 
ers who occasionally spell 
him and for personal care 
oroducts for Judy. 

The COLA affects house- 
hold budgets for about 1 In 
5 Americans. That includes 
Social Security recipients, 
disabled veterans and fed- 
eral retirees, nearly 70 mil- 
lion people in all. For baby 
boomers who embarked 
on retirement within the 
past 15 years, it will be the 
biggest increase they've 
seen.

a career as an executive 
assistant and has been col- 
lecting Social Security for 
about 10 years. "We wait 
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to hear every year what 
the increase is going to be, 
and every year it's been so 
insignificant," she said. "This 
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year, thank goodness, if will 
make a difference." 
Ruderman says she times 
her grocery shopping to 
take advantage of mid- 
week senior citizen dis- 
counts, but even so price 
hikes have been "extreme." 
She says she doesn't think 
she can afford a medica- 
tion that her doctor has 
recommended. 

AARP CEO Jo Ann Jenkins 
called the government 
payout increase "crucial 
for Social Security benefi- 
ciaries and their families as 
they try to keep up with ris- 
ing costs." 

Policymakers say the COLA 
was designed as a safe- 
guard to protect Social Se- 
curity benefits against the 
loss of purchasing power, 
and not a pay bump for re- 
tirees. About half of seniors 
live in households where 
Social Security benefits pro- 
vide at least 50% of their 
income, and one-quarter 
rely on their monthly pay- 
ment for all or nearly alll 
their income. 

"Regardless of the size of 
the COLA, you never want 
to minimize the importance 
of the COLA," said retire- 
ment policy expert Charles 
Blahous, a former public 
trustee helping to oversee 
Social Security and Medi- 
care finances. "What peo- 
ple are able to purchase Is 
very profoundly affected 
by the number that comes 
out. We are talking the ne- 
cessities of living in many 
CASES." 

This years Social Security 
trustees report amplified 
warnings about the long- 
range financial stability of 
the program, but there's 
little talk about fixes in 
Congress with lawmakers’ 
attention consumed by 
President Joe Biden's mas- 
sive domestic legislation 
and partisan machinations 
over the national debt. So- 
cial Security cannot be ad- 
dressed through the bud- 
get reconciliation process 
Democrats are attempting 
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to use to deliver Biden's 
promises. 

Social Security's turn will 
come, said Rep. John Lar- 
son, D-Conn., chairman 
of the House Social Secu- 
rity subcommittee and au- 
thor of legislation to tackle 
shortfalls that would leave 
the program unable to pay 
full benefits in less than 15 
years. His bill would raise 
payroll taxes while also 
changing the COLA for- 
mula to give more weight 
to health care expenses 
and other costs that weigh 
more heavily on the elder- 
ly. Larson said he intends to 
oress ahead next year. 
"This one-time shot of COLA 
is not the antidote," he said. 
Although Biden's domestic 
package includes a major 
expansion of Medicare to 
cover dental, hearing and 
vision care, Larson said he 
hears from constituents 
that seniors are feeling ne- 
glected by the Democrats. 
“In town halls and tele-town 
halls they're saying, 'We are 
really happy with what you 
did on the child tax credit, 
but what about us?" Larson 
added. "In a midterm elec- 
tion, this is a very important 
constituency." 

The COLA Is only one part 
of the annual financial 


equation for seniors. An 
announcement about 
Medicare's Part B- pre- 


mium for outpatient care 
is expected soon. It's Usu- 
ally an increase, so at least 
some of any Social Security 
raise goes for health care. 
The Part B premium is now 
$148.50 a month, and the 
Medicare trustees report 
estimated a $10 increase 
for 2022. 

Economist Marilyn Moon, 
who also served as public 
trustee for Social Security 
and Medicare, said she be- 
lieves the current sourt of 
inflation is an adjustment 
to highly unusual eco- 
nomic circumstances and 
the pattern of restraint on 
prices will reassert itself with 
time.) 
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Border residents rejoice as U.S. says if will lift travel ban 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Belea- 
guered business owners 
and families separated by 
COVID-19 restrictions re- 
joiced Wednesday after 
the U.S. said it will reopen its 
land borders to nonessen- 
tial travel next month, end- 
ing a 19-month freeze. 
Travel across land borders 
from Canada and Mexico 
has been largely restricted 
to workers whose jobs are 
deemed essential. New 
rules will allow fully vacci- 
nated foreign nationals to 
enter the U.S. regardless of 
the reason starting in early 
November, when a similar 
easing of restrictions is set 
for air travel. By mid-Jan- 
vary, even essential trav- 
elers seeking to enter the 
U.S., such as truck drivers, 
will need to be fully vacci- 
nated. 

Shopping malls and big 
box retailers in U.S. border 
towns whose parking soac- 
es had been filled by cars 
with Mexican license plates 
were hit hard by travel re- 
Strictions. 

San Diego Mayor Todd 
Gloria said the economic 
impact was hard to quan- 
tify but can be seen in the 
sparse presence of shop- 
pers at a high-end outlet 
mall on the city's border 
with Tijuana, Mexico. The 
decision comes at a critical 
time ahead of the holiday 
shopping season. 

In Del Rio, Texas, Mexican 
visitors account for about 
65% of retail sales, said 
Blanca Larson, executive 
director of the chamber 
of commerce and visitors 
bureau In the city of 35,000 
people.

The ban has also had enor- 
mous social and cultural 
impact, preventing family 
gatherings when relatives 
live on different sides of the 
border. Community events 
have stalled even as cit- 
ies away from U.S. borders 
have inched toward nor- 
malcy. 

In Sault Ste. Marie, Michi- 
gan, where hockey and 
ice skating are ingrained, 
the Soo Eagles haven't had 
a home game against a 
Canadian opponent in 20 
months. The players, 17 To 
20 years old, have been 
traveling to Canada since 
border restrictions were lift- 
ed there two months ago. 
Now the U.S. team can

Mexico has 
not enforced COVID-19 
entry procedures for land 
travelers. 

The latest move follows last 
month's announcement 
that the U.S. will end coun-

try-based travel bans for air 
travel and instead require 
vaccination for foreign na- 
tionals seeking to enter by 
plane. 

The new rules only apply to 
legal entry. Those who en- 
ter illegally will still be sub- 
ject to expulsion under a 
oublic health authority that 
allows for the swift removal 
of migrants before they 
can seek asylum. 

Travelers entering the USS. 
by vehicle, rail and ferry will 
be asked about their vac- 
cination status as part of 
the standard U.S. Customs 
and Border Protection in- 
spection. At officers’ discre- 
tion, travelers will have their 
proof of vaccination veri- 
fied in a secondary screen- 
INg process. 

Unlike air travel, for which 
proof of a negative COV- 


ID-19 test is required before 
boarding a flight to enter 
the U.S., no testing will be 
required to enter the USS. 
by land or sea, provided 
the travelers meet the vac- 
cination requirement. 
According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention, the U.S. will accept 
travelers who have been 
fully vaccinated with any 
of the vaccines approved 
for emergency use by the 
World Health Organization, 
not just those in use in the 
U.S. That means that the As- 
traZeneca vaccine, widely 
used In Canada, will be ac- 
cepted. 

Officials said the CDC was 
still working to formalize 
procedures for admitting 
those who received doses 
of two different vaccines, 
as was fairly common in 
Canada. 

U.S. Homeland Security 
Secretary Alejandro Mayor- 
kas said he was "pleased to 
be taking steps to resume 
regular travel in a safe and 
sustainable manner’ and 
lauded the economic ben- 
efits of if. 

Mexico, Canada and 
elected officials from U.S. 
border regions have pres- 
sured the Biden administra- 
tion for months to ease re- 
strictions. 

‘This is a win for families 
who've been separated 
and businesses and tourism 
industries whose operations 
have been blocked since 
the start of the pandemic," 
said U.S. Sen. Jeanne Sha- 
heen of New Hampshire, 
echoing reactions of other 
federal, state and local of- 
ficials.

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Climate change: North Carolina gov signs major energy law

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — Dem- 
ocratic Gov. Roy Cooper 
of North Carolina signed a 
milestone energy bill into 
law Wednesday that aims 
to sharply reduce green- 
house gas emissions from 
the state's power plants by 
2030, celebrating the legis- 
lative accomplishment with 
Republican lawmakers. 

InN a ceremony with legisla- 
tors from both parties, Coo- 
oer enacted a consensus 
measure that now tasks the 
state Utilities Commission 
with coming up by the end 
of 2022 with the arrange- 
ments to meet the carbon 
dioxide reduction goals 
sought by the governor. 

At least 16 states previous- 
ly have passed legislation 
establishing greenhouse 
gas emissions reduction re- 
quirements, according to 
the National Conference 
of State Legislatures. The 
only other Southeast state 
to have done so before 
Wednesday was Virginia. 
"This is a new beginning, 
Cooper said at the Execu- 
tive Mansion ceremony. 
"Putting real and enforce- 
able carbon reduction 
targets into the law, North 
Carolina is working to re-

duce the effect of climate 
change on marginalized 
populations, while putting 
our state at the forefront of 
the clean energy economy 
and the jobs that It brings." 
The directive aims to re- 
duce energy producers’ 
carbon dioxide output 70% 
from 2005 levels by 2030, 


and achieve zero-net CO2 
emissions by 2050. To get 
there, coal-fired power 
plants operated by Duke 
Energy, the state's domi- 
nant utility, are expected to 
be retired early, replaced 
by an evolving mix of al- 
ternate fuels for electricity. 
Duke and other advocacy

groups will have input, too. 
The new law also allows 
Duke Energy to seek mul- 
tivear rate increases and 
oerformance-based_ earn- 
ings incentives from the 
state Utilities Commission 
— a significant win for the 
Charlotte-based compa- 
ny. Representatives of Duke 


and other business groups 
supporting the new law at- 
tended the ceremony. 
Senate leader Phil Berger, 
Qa Republican, described 
the law as da pro-economic 
growth measure, saying 
the business slowdown dur- 
ing the Colonial Pipeline 
disruption in the spring sig- 
naled the “consequences 
of an extended energy 
supply crunch.” 

"So if was critically impor- 
tant that the leaders of 
our state come together 
to agree on legislation for 
our energy future, and we 
did that," Berger said. "The 
framework we put in place 
ensures continued reliabil- 
ity of energy here in North 
Carolina." 

The operator of the na- 
tion's largest fuel pipeline, 
Colonial confirmed it paid 
$4.4 million to a gang of 
hackers shortly after a May 
7 ransomware attack that 
had temporarily taken the 
pipeline system offline. 
Despite strong bipartisan 
support for the final mea- 
sure and Cooper's involve- 
ment in negotiations, many 
environmental groups and 
advocates for the poor de- 
clined to endorse the mea- 
sure. )

to use less salt after US. 
regulators spelled out long- 
awaited guidelines aimed 
at reducing sodium levels 
in dozens of foods includ- 
ing condiments, cereals,

The voluntary goals final- 
ized Wednesday for 163 
foods are intended to 
help lower the amount of 
salt people eat. A major- 
ity of the sodium in U.S. di- 
ets comes from packaged 
or restaurant foods -- not

the salt added to meals at 
home -- making it hard for 
people to make changes 
on their own. 

To get people used to eat- 
ing less salt, the Food and 
Drug Administration said 
reductions have to be 
gradual and across the en- 
tire food supply so people 
don't keep reaching for 
higher sodium options. 

"By putting out the targets, 
that really helps to level the 
playing field across the in- 
dustry," said Susan Mayne, 
director of the FDA's food 
safety and nutrition division. 
Over the next 2.5 years, 
the FDA's target sodium 
levels aim to cut average 
intake by 12% — from 3,400 
to 3,000 milligrams a day. 
That would still leave aver- 
age intake above the fed- 
erally recommended limit 
of 2,300 milligrams a day 
for people 14 and older. 
But the agency says it will 


monitor industry progress 
and keep issuing updated 
targets to bring levels closer 
to the recommended limit 
over time. 

The FDA said it took into 
consideration Industry 
feedback after issuing its 
draft guidance in 2016. 
Ketchup, mustard and hot 
sauce, for example, were 
split uo and now have dif- 
ferent targets. Another dif- 
ference: The final guidance 
does not spell out a time 
frame for reaching longer- 
term targets. 

‘Its a huge disappoint- 
ment that the 10-year goal 
didn't come out at the 
same time," said Dr. Dariush 
Mozaffarian, dean of the 
Tufts University's Friedman 
School of Nutrition Science 
and Policy. 

Mozaffarian said some 
food companies resisted 
reduced sodium targets, 
but that more scientific 


support has emerged for 
the federal guidance on 
sodium. In 2019, the Nation- 
al Academies of Sciences, 
Engineering, and Medicine 
tied the recommended 
limit to a reduced risk of 
chronic disease. A recent 
study in China also found 
lower rates of stroke and 
major heart-related events 
among people using a salt 
substitute Compared with 
those using regular salt. 
Whether the targets are ef- 
fective in pushing the indus- 
try to lower sodium levels 
will hinge on how the FDA 
monitors progress and pub- 
licly Communicates about 
it, Mozaffarian said. 

In a statement, the Nation- 
al Restaurant Association 
said it provided feedback 
to the FDA's draft guidance 
and that its member com- 
panies continue to provide 
options that address cus- 
tomer demand.) 
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MOSCOW (AP) — Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
said Wednesday that the 
Kremlin has "constructive" 
relations with Washington 
and voiced hope that mu- 
tual interests would even- 
tually helo normalize U.S.- 
Russia ties. 

Putin, soeaking during a 
panel discussion at an in- 
ternational energy confer- 
ence in Moscow, also said 
that Russia stands ready to 
boost natural gas supplies 
to help assuage nervous 
energy markets in Europe, 
insisting that his country 
wants prices to remain sta- 
ble. 

He angrily rejected the al- 
legations from some. Ev- 
ropean experts and politi- 
cians that Russia has been 
holding up gas deliveries 
and causing energy prices 
to spike as "baseless po- 
litical chatter," noting that 
Russian gas supplies have 
risen 15% over the year and 
are set to reach another re- 
Cord. 

He noted that while Russia 
boosted supplies, the U.S. 
reduced liquefied natural 
gas supplies to Europe be- 
cause of high demand in 
ASiq. 

"The claims that Russia has 
Used energy as a weadp- 
on is a sheer nonsense 
and ravings," he said. "We 
are increasing supplies as 
much as our partners are 
asking us." 

Putin argued that the 
newly built Nord Stream 2 
gas pipeline to Germany, 
which bypasses Ukraine un- 
der the Baltic Sea, would 
be preferable to consum- 
ers because It's 2,000 kilo-

meters (1,240 miles) shorter 
than the Ukrainian route, 
resulting in lower gas prices. 
The Russian leader added 
that Gazprom could ex- 
tend the gas transit con- 
tract with Ukraine that 
expires in 2024, but noted 
what he described as a 
pitiful state of the Ukrainian 
pipeline network. 

"Its gas transportation sys- 
tem hasn't seen any repairs 
for decades,’ he charged. 
Ukraine in the past has re- 
jected such Russian. criti- 
cism of its pipeline system 
accused Moscow of trying 
to deprive it of $2 billion 
in annual transit fees for 
OUuMping the Russian gas to 
Europe. The two neighbors 
have been at sharo odds 
since Russia's 2014 annexa- 
tion of Ukraine's Crimean 
Peninsula. 


The Russian leader also re- 
buffed criticism of an ongo- 
ing domestic crackdown 
on dissent and indepen- 
dent media. 

Putin strongly defended a 
Russian law requiring those 
who receive foreign funds 
and engage in unspeci- 
fied political activities to 
register as "foreign agents," 
describing it as a quid pro 
quo response to a U.S. law 
used on Russian media in 
the United States. 

Critics say the Russian law 
has been used to muzzle 
critical media outlets since 
the "foreign agent" stigma 
has strong pejorative con- 
notations. 

Dmitry Muratov, who won 
the 2021 Nobel Peace Prize 
on Friday for his work as 
editor of the independent 
Russian newspaper No-

vaya Gazeta, wondered 
if authorities would desig- 
nate his paper as a "foreign 
ager.’ 

Asked Wednesday if that 
was a_ possibility, Putin 
resoonded that Mura- 
tov shouldn't worry "if he 
doesn't violate the Russian 
law. 

Putin also sooke scathingly 
of imprisoned Russian op- 
position leader Alexei Na- 
valny, charging that he 
was trying "to get business 
advantages by _ shielding 
himself with political activi- 
ties." As per his custom, Pu- 
tin did not mention Navalny 
by name. 

Navalny, Putin's most ada- 
mant political foe, was im- 
orisoned this year after re- 
turning to Russia from Ger- 
many, where he had been 
recuperating from nerve- 


agent poisoning that he 
blames on the Kremlin. The 
Krenlin denies the accusa- 
tion. He received a 2'4-year 
prison term for violating the 
terms of a suspended sen- 
tence from a 2014 embez- 
zZlement conviction that he 
dismissed as politically mo- 
tivated. 

Commenting on_ Russia- 
U.S. ties, Putin said Russia's 
relations with the Biden 
administration have been 
“quite constructive" and he 
personally has developed 
“working, stable relations" 
with President Joe Biden. 
“Mutual interests will Un- 
doubtedly lead to the nor- 
malization of our ties, and 
the American political es- 
tablisnment will stop soecu- 
lating on the Russian-U.S. 
relations to the detriment of 
their own interests," he said, 
noting that the two nations 
have shared _ interests in 
arms control, fighting terror- 
ism and money laundering, 
and stabilizing energy mar- 
Kets. 

Putin added that Russian 
diolomats and visiting U.S. 
Undersecretary of State 
Victoria Nuland discussed 
possible further contacts 
between the two. presi- 
dents following their June 
summit in Geneva. 

In comments tweeted by 
the U.S. Embassy in Mos- 
cow, Nuland said she "very 
much appreciated the 
frank, productive review 
of U.S.-Russia — relations’ 
with Putin's foreign affairs 
adviser, Yuri Ushakov, on 
Wednesday, adding that 
"we remain committed 
to a stable, predictable 
relationship." 


EU looks to strengthen ties with Arctic, protect environment 


BRUSSELS (AP) — The European Union announced plans Wednesday 
to open a representation in the Arctic and vowed to protect environ- 
ment in a region the bloc says is of key strategic importance. 

The 27-nation bloc said it will ooen a European Commission office in 
Greenland and use EU funding to promote sustainable develooment 


in the Arctic. 


"The Arctic is warming up to three times faster than the rest of the plan- 
et. The melting of ice and thawing of permafrost in the Arctic further 
accelerate climate change and have huge knock-on effects," said 
Virginijus Sinkevicius, the Commissioner for environment, oceans and 


fisheries. 


Acknowledging its environmental footprint in the region, the EU 
pledged to support marine protection and to promote research into 


the thawing permafrost. 


Amid fierce competition between superpowers, the EU said it will also 


seek commitments from partners to agree to an end of exploitation of 
oil, gas and coal. 
Russia has sought to assert its influence over wide areas of the Arctic 
in competition with the United States, Canada, Denmark and Norway 
as shrinking polar ice from the warming planet offers new opportunities 


for resources and shipping routes. China also has shown an increasing 


interest in the region, which is believed to hold up to one-fourth of the 
Earth's undiscovered oil and gas. 
Russian President Vladimir Putin has cited estimates that put the value 
of Arctic mineral riches at $30 trillion. 


"The Arctic is changing rapidly, owing to the impact of global warming, 


increased competition for natural resources and geopolitical rivalries,” 
said Josep Borrell, the bloc's top diplomat. "These develooments show 


that Europe must define its geopolitical interests broadly to promote 


stability, safety and peaceful cooperation in the Arctic.")

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — An in- 
tensive summer language 
program hosted by Har- 
vard University in Beijing 
will relocate to Taiwan in 
summer of 2022, as the U.S.- 
China relationship remains 
strained. 

The program is moving to 
Taipei and will kick off next 
summer with about 60 stu- 
dents who will take eight 
weeks of classes, National 
Taiwan University  con- 
firmed Wednesday. 

The decision was in part 
“due to a perceived lack of 
friendliness from the host in- 
stitution’ in Beijing, accord- 
ing to The Harvard Crimson 
student paper, which first 
reported the move. 

Every summer, according 
to The Harvard Crimson, 
the program "would typi- 
cally host a small party to 
celebrate the Fourth of 
July, during which students 
and faculty would eat piz- 
za and sing the national 
anthem." But in 2019, the 
host university, Beijing Lan- 
guage and Culture Univer- 
sity, said if could no longer 
host the event, Program 
Director Jennifer L. Liu told 
the paper. 

Liu also said logistical issues 
impacted the decision. She

told The Harvard Crimson 
that "BLCU did not provide 
a single dorm for all the stu- 
dents, instead requiring the 
program split the students 
into two different dorms of 
different quality, or to find a 
hotel that could keep their 
students together." 

Harvard has characterized 
the move primarily as an 
operational and logistical 
decision. 

"The planned move of this 
program from Beijing to Tai- 
wan has been considered 


for some time and reflects 
a wide array of operational 
factors," the school said in 
a statement. 

Its local partner in Taiwan 
said the same in a state- 
ment on Tuesday, noting 
that the universities had 
been discussing the deéci- 
sion since 2019, and it was 
due to start in 2020 but was 
susoended because of the 
pandemic. 

Belling Language and Cul- 
ture University's news de- 
partment did not respond 


Associated Press 


to an email request for 


comment. 
China's Foreign Ministry 
spokesperson Zhao — Li- 


jian said he did not know 
the particular issue with 
the program when asked 
about the move. Howev- 
er, he said "China always 
welcomes international 
students to study in China, 
attaches great importance 
to protection of their legiti- 
mate rights and interests, 
and proactively responds 
to the students’ reasonable 
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concerns and appeals." 

The program is designed 
for intermediate and ad- 
vanced Chinese language 
learners, and like many oth- 
er study abroad programs, 
it features trios to local cul- 
tural and historical land- 
marks. In Beijing, students 
would visit the Great Wall, 
the Summer Palace and 
go on outings with local 
University students, accord- 
ing to the program's former 
website. 

Beyond memorizing vo- 
cabulary or grammar 
structures, students got a 
chance to interact with 
their Chinese counterparts. 
‘| learned what Chinese 
millennials do when they 
get ghosted on (dating 
app) Tantan, how Chinese 
media portrayed America's 
2016 election, and which 
Chinese popsicle flavors to 
stay away from," one stu- 
dent said in March 2020 on 
a Harvard website describ- 
ing his study abroad experi- 
ence. 

In Taiwan, students will be 
able to visit places like the 
National Palace Museum, 
which houses many of the 
treasures once hosted in 
Beijing's Forbidden City, 
as well as Taiwan's famed 
night markets and Yang- 
ming mountain. LJ 





Holocaust forum looks at social media's role in anti-Semitism

COPENHAGEN, Denmark 
(AP) — Participants at a Ho- 
locaust remembrance con- 
ference in Sweden blamed 
social media Wednesday

for contributing to a global 
rise in antisemitism, while 
YouTube and Facebook of- 
ficials pledged to be part 
of the solution. 
Government 


and social 


media representatives at- 
tending the International 
Forum on Holocaust Re- 
membrance in Malmo 
vowed to crack down on 
hate speech, disinforma- 
tion and the denial of facts 
both online and off. Face- 
book Chief Operating Of- 
ficer Sheryl Sandberg said 
the company is "now re- 
moving 15 times more hate 
speech than we were just 
five years ago. And we are 
not going to stop." 

The head of the European 
Union's executive arm, Eu- 
roopean Commission Presi- 
dent Ursula von der Leyen 
called Holocaust denial 
and antisemitism "a threat 
to Jewish people, but it is 
also a poison for our de- 
mocracies, our values and 
Our open societies." 

From Brussels, von der Ley- 
en said the 27-nation EU 


plans to create "a network 
of young European am- 
bassadors for Holocaust re- 
membrance." She added: 
"Who is in a better position 
to teach the lessons of the 
Shoah to their peers than 
Our young? 

U.S. Secretary of State Ant- 
ony Blinken said the United 
States was allocating $1 
million to counter online an- 
tisemitic hate soeech in the 
Mideast and North Africa. 
Washington also has start- 
ed "an expanded series of 
international visitor leader- 
ship programs' to confront 
Holocaust distortion and 
antisemitism in North Africa, 
the Middle East, Europe 
and Latin America, he said. 
“Our priorities include con- 
demning and counter- 
ing antisemitism, ensuring 
ohysical security for Jewish 
communities, supporting 


Holocaust education, es- 
pecially for young people, 
protecting religious free- 
dom and urging countries 
to commit more deeply 
to the fight against hate 
speech online," Blinken said 
in a video message. 

Pedro Pina, head of You- 
Tube in Europe, Africa and 
the Middle East, said the 
video sharing platform 
owned by Google pledged 
more than 5 million euros 
($5.8 million). 

Swedish Prime Minister Ste- 
fan Lofven, the event's 
host, said other pledges in- 
cluded new memorial sites, 
museums and educational 
programs dedicated fo 
preserving the history of the 
Holocaust and the mass kill- 
ings of Roma. And he said 
the one-day conference 
was "by no means the end 
of the road." L} 
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ROME (AP) — The Catho- 
lic Church's foremost re- 
search institute studying 
sexual abuse of minors is 
expanding its mandate to 
also include the sexual and 
spiritual abuse of adults, 
evidence of the Vatican's 
increasing awareness that 
children aren't the only vic- 
tims of clergy who abuse 
their bower and authority. 
The Rev. Hans Zollner, one 
of Pope Francis’ top ad- 
visers On abuse, said the 
institute's broader scope 
reflects lessons from the 
#Meloo movement, the 
pope's own_ recognition 
that nuns and seminarians 
can be abused by their 
superiors, and evidence 
that systemic and structur- 
al problems in the church 
have allowed abuse fo fes- 
ter. 

“We cannot only look at 
individual problems any- 
more. We need also to look 
into the institutional condi- 
tions that promote (abuse) 
or block a safe environ- 
ment,’ Zollner told The As- 
sociated Press on Wednes- 
day. 

He sooke to the AP on the 
eve of the official launch 
of the new safeguarding 
institute at the Pontifical 
Gregorian University. The 
institute incorporates the 
decade-old Centre for 
Child Protection and, as 
a Vatican-sanctioned an- 
thropology department, 
can now award academic 
degrees, have its own ded- 
icated faculty and partner 
on equal footing with other 
Universities. 

The new institute's official 
name is the Institute of An- 
thropology, — Interdisciplin- 
ary Studies on Human Dig- 
nity and Care, or IADC. 
The institute's focus beyond 
just child protection is sig- 
nificant given the Vatican 
tends to develop policies 
by relying on the academic 
research and international 
conferences of its pontifi- 
cal universities to provide 
the foundations for deci- 
sions taken higher up in the 
chain of command. 

For Zollner, the growth of a 
full-fledged safeguarding 
institute is a develooment 
more than a decade in the 
making, and yet has still 
been met with resistance.

‘| have always been strug- 
gling with the question 
‘Why do we in the church 
struggle to accept the ex- 
istence of abuse among us 
committed by clergy? Why 
is it so difficult fo accept 
that, to see that reality? Be- 
cause you have still people 
who deny that reality and 
say, We don't have cases," 
he said. 

Zollner said the idea to 
broaden the scope of 
study came after a 2018 
Pennsylvania grand jury re- 
port exposed how a series 
of bishops in the U.S. state 
systematically covered up 
for abusive priests. Subse- 
quent investigative reports 
into clergy abuse, including 
in Zollner's native Germany 
and most recently France, 
identified the same system- 
Ic and structural problems. 
Also in 2018, the Vatican 
began its investigation of 
ex-Cardinal Theodore Mc- 
Carrick, an American arch- 
bishop who was eventually 
defrocked by Francis after 
the Vatican determined he 
sexually abused minors as 
well as adult seminarians 
Under his authority. 

Zollner stressed that the 
new institute was by no 
means pushing aside its key 
focus on child protection, 
calling the sexual abuse of 
children "the most horrific 
thing you can think of." 

But the expanded focus 
will allow for the study of 
issues that previously were 
outside the center's origi- 


nal scope, he said, such as 
the s piritual abuse of adults 
by leaders of new religious 
movements, or the institu- 
tional and structural factors 
within the church that fa- 
cilitated abuse. 

If, as we have seen in nu- 
merous reports now, there 
is a systemic failure of act- 
iINg according to your own 
norms and standards, then 
the question doesn't con- 
cern only this priest who is 
an abuser or that bishop 
who has covered up," he 
said. ‘The question that 
comes to the fore is the 
question ‘Is the system trust- 
worthy¢' And that is the 
question that we have to 
deal with." 

Zollner founded the Centre 
for Child Protection in 2012, 
first in the archdiocese of 
Munich and then based 
at the Pontifical Gregorian 
University in Rome. In_ its 
nearly decade-long exis- 
tence, 140 students have 
completed a _= six-month 
safeguarding training cer- 
tificate program at the cen- 
ter, and more than a dozen 
have gone onto masters 
and doctorate-level stud- 
ies. Some 4,500 people also 
have been trained via a 
blended learning program 
with partner institutions. 
Juan Carlos Cruz, a Chil- 
ean abuse survivor whom 
Francis recently appointed 
to join Zollner on the pontifi- 
cal child protection com- 
mission, said he has seen 
the fruits of the Gregorian's 
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work and praised the insti- 
tute's expanded mandate 
to also include vulnerable 
adults. 

"It's important to have peo- 
pole that have a strong for- 
mation in human. dignity 
and who know how fo treat 
survivors and understand 
survivors and work on safe- 
guarding,’ he said in a vid- 
eo for the official launch. 
Zollner said discussion was 
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Underway in the Vatican 
on how to define "vulnera- 
ble person," since the Vati- 
can Itself is somewhat split 
on the issue and whether 
someone can be consid- 
ered vulnerable even tem- 
porarily. 

The Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith, which 
handles cases of abuse in- 
volving minors, considers 
someone over 18 who is 
"habitually" impaired and 
cannot reason as equiva- 
lent fo a minor and there- 
fore Under Its jurisdiction. 
Yet a new procedural law 
introduced in 2019 ex- 
panded the concept be- 
yond a "habitual" situation 
of vulnerability to people 
“even occasionally" expe- 
riencing limits to their abil- 
ity to Understand or resist 
a sexual act. Where the 
Vatican ends with the defi- 
nition could determine if 
the church will sanction a 
priest, for example, who 
takes sexual advantage 
of a woman during spir- 
tual direction, when she is 
experiencing a temporary 
period of emotional or psy- 
chological vulnerability, 
rather than considering the 
encounter consensual.(_)

Factoring holiday expenses 
into your budget all year 
long is effective for avoid- 
ing debt, but it's not always 
feasible with a limited bud- 
get or unforeseen expens- 
es. 

When that's the case, lack- 
ing a strategy for holiday 
spending can leave you 
vulnerable to debt and 
oversoending that delays 
financial goals. But it's not 
too late to come up with 
a last-minute plan to save 
money for the holidays. 
The small end-of-the-year 
window can offer some 
time to make money moves 
that helo prevent a holiday 
debt hangover. 

1. ALIGN YOUR HOLIDAY 
BUDGET WITH FINANCIAL 
GOALS 

When determining how 
much to spend over the 
holidays, begin with your 
budget, suggests Jason 
Speciner, a certified finan- 
cial planner at the firm Fi- 
nancial Planning Fort Col- 
lins. 

"Start with how much mon- 
ey you're willing to spend 
— and able to soend — on 
gift giving and then work 
your list into that," he says. 
"Don't put the cart before 
the horse and end up over- 
spending because you've, 
you know, put dozens of 
people on your gift list," he 
Says. 

If your debt or budget 
leaves no room for holiday 
expenses, plan to spend 
time with people through

freee holiday — activities, 
make gifts or save with a 
secret giff exchange. Set 
expectations early by alert- 
ing people to your plans. 

Adding to the debt pile 
during the holidays gets 
expensive and takes lon- 
ger to pay off. Strategize 
how you'll pay off any debt 
and prioritize high-interest 
debt first. With good cred- 
it (a FICO score of 690 or 
higher), a balance transfer 
credit card lets you move 
debt from a high-interest 
credit card to one with a 
lower interest rate, possi- 
bly a 0% intro APR. There's 
typically a fee of 3% to 5% 
assessed for each amount 
transferred. Without inter- 
est, your monthly payments 
are applied directly to your 
balance, reducing the time 


it takes to pay off debt. 
With less-than-ideal credit, 
a debt management plan 
through an accredited 
nonprofit credit counseling 
agency may offer relief if 
youre struggling to make 
Orogyress. 

2. USE THE BONUS-FRIENDLY 
SEASON 

If you're debt-free and 
planning to get a new 
credit card, look for one 
with a sign-up bonus that 
can offer additional cash 
or rewards to defray holi- 
day expenses. Sign-up bo- 
nuses usually offer a three- 
month window to meet 
soending requirements, 
and they can be easier to 
reach if you're charging 
everyday and holiday ex- 
penses. A card with a 0% 
APR on purchases can also 
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save money on interest for 
some time. 

3. EARN REWARDS WITH 
CASH-BACK APPS 

A cash-back app can earn 
additional value on every- 
day purchases. If may re- 
quire uploading receipts, 
but for Krystal Sharp, Ccou- 
oon coach and creator of 
the blog Krys the Maximiz- 
er, It's worth the effort. She 
uses lbotta, Fetch Rewards 
and other apps to earn 
cash back or gift cards. 
These apps let you add of- 
fers in-store or online from 
certain retailers and earn 
cash back on eligible items 
purchased. Or you Can up- 
load a receipt to redeem 
certain offers. You may also 
earn incentives for refer- 
ring other people. For more 
value, Sharp uses a rewards 


credit card to make pur- 
chases and stack earnings. 
"Im trying to focus a lot on 
how can | earn gift cards, 
how can | get referrals, 
how can | save enough at 
the store and use my store 
rewards to buy things we 
need for the holidays," she 
Says. 

Depending on how much 
you spend, it's possible to 
make $20 to $25 in a week 
or two with everyday pur- 
chases, and that's typically 
enough to cash out, ac- 
cording to Sharp. The earn- 
ings add up over time. 

4. SAVE WITH A 'NO-SPEND 
CHALLENGE' 

A foolproof way to save is 
to refrain from making un- 
necessary purchases over 
a certain period of time. 
You can try a no-spend 
month, no-soend weeks 
or no-soend weekends, 
depending on your prefer- 
ence. The money saved 
can offset potential costs 
during the holidays. 

For Courtney Clarke, a 
New York-based content 
creator at TheLlifeOfCo 
YouTube channel, a "no- 
soend November’ heloed 
her stay on track with her 
debt goals in 2020. For a 
month, she spent only on 
essentials, avoiding eating 
out and activities that cost 
money. 

"| definitely can't say that 
| was perfect in the mat- 
ter, but it's just a nice reset 
to retrain your brain," says 
Clarke. "It's just making sure 
that you're attempting to 
get the best out of it."

nized retail theft in anoth- 
er blow to a city that has 
earned an embarrassing 
reputation for widesoread 
and brazen shoplifting. 

The stores will close down 
next month, SFGATE report- 
ed. It said Walgreens has 
closed at least 10 stores in 
the city since the start of 
ZON9: 

"Retail theft across our San 
Francisco stores has contin- 
ued to increase in the past 


few months to five times 
our chain average" despite 
large increases in security, 
Walgreens spokesperson 
Phil Caruso said. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Ahsha Safai said he was 
devastated by the loss of 
a Mission Street store that 
"has been a staple for se- 
niors, families and children 
for decades." "This is a sad 
day for San Francisco," Sa- 
fai told SFGATE. "We can't 
continue to let these an- 
chor institutions close that 
so many people rely on.” 
Last year, Walgreens closed 
one store where the chain 


said it was losing $1,000 a 
day to thefts. Frustration 
and fear over thefts have 
been fueled by widely cir- 
culating images of shoplift- 
ing caught on video. This 
summer, shoplifters in masks 
carrying armfuls of designer 
handbags sprinted from a 
downtown Neiman Marcus 
department store and into 
getaway cars.

VAN HORN, Texas (AP) — 
Hollywood's Captain Kirk, 
90-year-old William Shat- 
ner, blasted into space 
Wednesday in a conver- 
gence of science fiction 
and science reality, reach- 
ing the final frontier aboard 
a shio built by Jeff Bezos' 
Blue Origin company. 

The “Star Trek” actor and 
three fellow passengers 
hurtled to an altitude of 
66.5 miles (107 kilometers) 
over the West Texas des- 
ert in the fully automated 
capsule, then safely para- 
chuted back to Earth in a 
flight that lasted just over 10 
minutes. 

"What you have given me Is 
the most profound experi- 
ence,’ an exhilarated Shat- 
ner told Bezos after climb- 
ing out of the hatch, the 
words spilling from him in a 
soliloquy almost as long as 
the flight. "| hope | never re- 
cover from this. | hope that 
| can maintain what | feel 
now. | don't want to lose if." 
He said that going from the 
blue sky to the utter black- 
ness of soace was a mov- 
ing experience: "In an in- 
stant you go, Whoa, that's 
death. That's what | saw." 
Shatner became the oldest 
person in space, eclipsing 
the previous record — set 
by a passenger on a similar 
jaunt on a Bezos spaceship 
in July — by eight years. The 
flight included about three 
minutes of weightlessness 
and a view of the curva- 
ture of the Earth. 

Sci-fi fans reveled in the op- 
portunity to see the man

best known as the brave 
and princioled command- 
er of the starshio Enterprise 
boldly go where no star of 
American TV has gone be- 
fore. The internet went wild, 
with Trekkies quoting favor- 
ite lines from Kirk, including, 
"Risk: Risk Is Our business. 
That's what this starship is all 
about. 

"This is a pinch-me moment 
for all of us fo see Capt. 
James Tiberius Kirk go to 
space," Blue Origin launch 
commentator Jacki Cor- 
tese said before liftoff. She 
said she, like so many oth- 
ers, was Grawn To space by 
shows like "Star Trek." 

NASA sent best wishes 
ahead of the flight, tweet- 
ing: "You are, and always 
shall be, our friend." 

The flight brought priceless 
star power to BeEzos' soace- 
tourism business, given its 
built-in appeal to baby 
boomers, celebrity watch- 
ers and space enthusiasts. 
Shatner starred in TV's origi- 
nal "Star Trek" from 1966 to 
1969, back when the USS. 
was racing for the moon, 
and went on to appear in a 
string of "Star Trek" movies. 
Bezos is a huge "Star Trek’ 
fan — the Amazon founder 
had a cameo as an alien in 
one of the later movies — 
and Shatner rode free as 
his invited guest. 

As a favor to Bezos, Shatner 
took up info space some 
"Star Trek" tricorders and 
communicators — sort of 
the iPhones of the future — 
that Bezos made when he 
was a 9-year-old Trekkie. 
Bezos said his mother had 
saved them for 48 years. 


Bezos himself drove the 
four crew members to the 
launch pad, accompanied 
them to the platform high 
above the ground and 
cranked the hatch shut af- 
ter they climbed aboard 
the 60-foot rocket. He was 
there to greet them when 
the capsule floated back 
to Earth under tts brilliant 
blue-and-red parachutes. 
“Hello, astronauts. Wel- 
come to Earth!" a jubilant 
Bezos said as he opened 
the hatch of the New 
Shepard capsule, named 
for first American in space, 
Alan Shepard. 

Shatner and his crewmates 
wore close-fitting, flame- 
retardant, royal-blue flight 
suits, not exactly the tight, 
futuristic-for-the-'60s V- 
necks that the crew of the 
Enterprise had on TV. 

The actor said he was struck 
by the vulnerability of Earth 
and the relative sliver of its 
atmosphere. 

"Everybody in the world 
needs to do this. Every- 
body in the world needs 
to see,’ he said. "To see 
the blue color whip by, 
and now youre staring 
into blackness, that's the 
thing. The covering of blue, 
this sheath, this blanket, 
this comforter of blue that 
we have around, we say, 
‘Oh, thats blue sky. And 
then suddenly you shoot 
through it all, and you're 
looking into blackness, into 
black ugliness." 

Shatner said the return to 
Earth was more jolting than 
his training led him to ex- 
oect and made him won- 
der whether he was going 
to make It back alive. 
"Everything is much more 
powerful," he said. "Bang, 
this thing hits. That wasn't 
anything like the simulator. 
... Am | going to be able to 
survive the G-forcese" 
Passengers are subjected 
to nearly 6 G's, or six times 
the force of Earth's gravity, 
as the capsule descends. 
Blue Origin said Shatner 
and the rest of the crew 
met all the medical and 
ohysical requirements, in- 
cluding the ability to hustle 
Up and down several flights 
of steps at the launch tow-

NEW YORK (AP) — Trisha 
Yearwood is a_ collard 
greens kind of gal, but her 
husband, Garth Brooks, 
is definitely not a collard 
greens kind of guy. So she 
had to be a little sly when 
it came time to perfect her 
Collard-Stuffed Wontons. 
When the country star and 
her collaborator and sister, 
Beth, made them the first 
time at her Nashville home, 
they didn't tell Brooks and 
his buddy what was in them 
when the two men came 
into the kitchen after work- 
ing on their farm.

And they 
ate them all. They were like, 
These are amazing!" Year- 
wood recalls. “And then | 
told him he ate his collard 
greens for the day." 

The quirky South-meets- 
Asia wontons are a feature 
of Yearwood's fourth Cook- 
book, 'Trisha's Kitchen: Easy 
Comfort Food for Friends 
and Family,” which has 
125 recipes that blend her 
knowledge of soulful South- 
ern cooking with influences 
from China, Italy and Mex- 
ICO. 

Yearwood says the last five 
years hosting her Emmy- 
winning Food Network se- 
ries ‘Trisha's Southern Kitch- 
en’ has heloed boost her 
kitchen skills and expand 
her recioe development. 
‘I've entered into a really 
cool phase and | really aft- 
tribute the show for just 
giving me confidence to 
try new things. And now 
they've become kind of 
family favorites and they 
feel like things that have 
been in the family forever," 
she says. 

Yearwood is open to ideas, 
even asking at restaurants 
how the chefs make fa- 
vored dishes. She walked

marinated chicken and 
steak. 
That same restaurant. in- 
soired her Steak & Avo- 
cado Rolls, which use soy 
wrappers to mimic sushi 
rolls. Neither Yearwood nor 
Brooks are fans of raw fish 
“we're sort of roll-it-in- 
flour-and-fry-if people," she 
confesses — but their girls 
are, so the recipe is a com- 
oromise. 
Yearwood also leaned on 


several family recipes for 
dishes in the new book, 
including some from her 
dad's mom. Her grand- 
mother was d_ dessert 
specialist but none of her 
recipes seemed to have 
survived until the family re- 
cently found a little book 
with handwritten recipes, 
including one for Hundred 
Dollar Cupcakes. Trisha 
and Beth also recreated 
a dish that was never writ- 
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ten down, Jack's Fried Pies, 
named after her father. 
Jerky turns out to have a 
special place in her kitch- 
en, and yet she has learned 
that she doesn't need fan- 
cy equioment or a dehu- 
midifier fo make her BBQ or 
teriyaki jerky. She just turns 
on her oven. 

‘Its really a low and slow 
in the oven, like at 200 de- 
grees for hours. It's not ex- 
pensive to do. You can get 
a really inexpensive cut of 
meat and slice it yourself, or 
you can have your butcher 
slice it in the strios for you 
and then you marinate it 
and then you just slow bake 
it. Then if can be as tender 
or as tough as you like," she 
Says. 

Other nifty recipes include 


one for Camo Cake she 
made for her nephew's 
birthday that uses food col- 
oring to mimic the look of 
camouflage, and Chicken 
Potpie Burger, which com- 
bines a classic chicken pot- 
pie with a bun. 

"Everything that's in the 
book is the way she really 
is and the way she really 
cooks. And it is a reflection 
of her life and her person- 
ality," says Deb Brody, vice 
president and publisher of 
adult trade at Houghton 
Mifflin. Harcourt. "It's not 
just a celebrity putting her 
name on a cookbook. She 
actually cooks this way." 
Though Yearwood includes 
plenty of vegetarian op-

We all just want the 
bacon, like, it doesn't have 
to be on anything,” she 
says. 'So this was that idea 
of making it its own thing, 
making it an appetizer and 
it's crunchy and crispy. You 
just walk by and grab one 
—or 10." 

The pandemic acceler- 
ated the book's creation, 
with Yearwood's touring 
scheduled stilled and lock- 
down forcing her into her 
kitchen. Easy comfort food 
was a natural way for her to 
cook her way out of quar- 
antine. 

"| did a lot of sitting on the 
couch and drinking coffee 
and going down the rab- 
bit hole of depression.

Runner sues ex-coach, 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — Dis- 
tance runner Mary Cain, 
whose career fizzled after 
what she has called four 
miserable years at the Nike 
Oregon Project, has filed a 
$20 million lawsuit against 
her former coach, Alberto 
Salazar, and their employ- 
er, Nike. 

Cain accused Salazar of 
emotionally abusing her 
when she joined the team 
in 2012 at age 16, The Or- 
egonian/OregonLive _ re- 
ported. The lawsuit portrays 
Salazar as an angry control 
freak who was obsessed 
with Cain's weight and pub- 
licly humiliated her about 
it. That, she said, took a toll 
on her physical and mental 
health. Nike was aware but 
failed to intervene, accord- 
ing to the lawsuit. 

Nike did not return mes- 
sages from the newspaper 


seeking comment. Sala- 
zar could not be reached 
but has previously denied 
abuse allegations, and has 
said neither Cain nor her 
parents raised concerns 
while she was part of the 
program. 

In the lawsuit filed Mon- 
day in Multnomah County 
Circuit Court, Cain alleges 
Salazar on several occa- 
sions required her to get 
on a scale in front of oth- 
ers and would then criticize 
her. Salazar also policed 
Cain's food intake, she said. 
At times, Cain was so hun- 
gry, she said, she stole en- 
ergy bars from teammates. 
Cain went to her parents 
for support and alleges 
Salazar eventually tired of 
the parental interference. 
By 2019, Cain says she was 
depressed, had an eating 
disorder, generalized anxi- 


ety and was cutting herself. 
"Nike was letting Alberto 
weight-shame women, ob- 
jectify their bodies, and ig- 
nore their health and well- 
being as part of its culture," 
said Kristen West McCall, a 
Portland lawyer represent- 
ing Cain. "This was a sys- 
temic and pervasive issue.

From Lamar Jackson's im- 
orobable comeback that 
ended in an overtime win 
for Baltimore to the missed 
kick festival between 
Green Bay and Cincinnati, 
the NFL had several more 
games go down fo the wire 
in Week 5. 

Four more games were de- 
cided with a winning score 
in either the final minute of 
regulation or overtime. That 
raised the total this season 
to 19 games decided that 
late, the most through five 
weeks in NFL history. 

There have been 21 games 
decided by three points or 
fewer this season, tied for 
the third most ever through 
five weeks.
